Ms.  Alene  Lionberger  came  to  town  as  a  teacher. 
She  taught  school  in  the  Academy  building  for  five  years 
before  her  marriage.  Many  of  her  students  were  in 
attendance  at  the  recent  Seniors  Picnic.  In  1940  she  was  at 
the  groundbreaking  for  Tobey  Hospital  and  became  a 
volunteer  when  the  service  was  begun.  Today  she  can  be 
found  in  the  Emergency  Room  every  Sunday  bringing 
words  of  comfort  and  cheer  to  those  being  looked  after  as 
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well  as  to  the  families  in  the  waiting  room.  She  has  been  a 
volunteer  some  50  years  and  has  at  least  10,000  hours  to 
her  credit.  How  many  of  us  can  say  we  have  been  so 
dedicated?  Not  wanting  to  be  known  because  of  her  age, 
she  will  only  say  that  we  all  hope  to  be  as  active, 
energetic,  and  young-at-heart  as  she  is. 

On  September  25  Arthur  and  Alene  will  celebrate 
65  wonderful  years  together  and  the  Rochester  Grange 
wishes  them  the  very  best.  Rochester  Grange  was  vety 
proud  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  honor  these  two 
active  people  who  are  thought  so  highly  of  by  so  many  in 
the  town  and  were  especially  glad  to  be  able  to  do  it  in 
front  of  so  many  friends  and  neighbors.

August  28,  2000

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  August  28  at 
6:58  pm  by  Chairman  Naida  Parker.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Richard  Cutler,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan,  Town 
Administrator  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  unanimously  agreeing  to  hold  approval  of 
the  August  21  minutes  of  the  Open  and  Executive 
Sessions  pending  further  review,  the  board  unanimously 
voted  to  sign  and  approve  the  bonding  for  Tax  Collector 
Thomas  Gayoski. 

Under  the  Town  Administrator's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  advised  that  he  and  Ms.  Lafreniere  will  be 
visiting  federal  court  on  Thursday  of  this  week  to  offer 
testimony  in  pending  litigation  against  the  town  for  not 
granting  an  application  to  locate  a  telecommunications 
tower  within  Rochester.  Selectman  Ryan  added  that  Mr. 
Huntoon  will  be  spending  his  birthday  in  court  on  behalf 
of  the  town. 

Mr.  Huntoon  also  noted  that  Laurell  Farinon  put 
together  an  impressive  application  package  for  the 
proposed  Rochester  Senior  Center  and  if  the  project  comes 
to  fruition,  Ms.  Farinon  will  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit 
for  all  her  hard  work  and  energy.

only  enticed  one  contracting  firm  to  bid  on  the  project. 

"We  have  $50,000  in  a  line  item  for  Town  Hall ... 
and  we  have  several  options  from  here,"  Chairman  Parker 
said.  "We  wanted  to  find  out  realistically  what  our 
chances  are  of  getting  funding  for  the  Town  Hall 
renovations  and  addition  at  this  point." 

Selectman  Cutler  said  in  his  previous  discussions 
with  Mr.  VanVoorhis,  they  concurred  that  the  project  met 
with  some  "major  distractions"  in  the  way  it  was 
presented  to  Town  Meeting  voters,  causing  the  project  to 
be  quickly  dismissed.  "We  were  thinking  that  mavbe  we 
should  put  the  whole  project  out  to  bid  again,"  Selectman 
Cutler  said. 

"\  think  the  (lack)  of  bidders  has  more  to  do  with 
the  economy  than  with  the  scope  of  the  project,"  Mr. 
VanVoorhis  said. 

Some  people  felt  that  the  historical  preservation 
and  restoration  requirements  on  the  building  clouded  the 
issue  and  discouraged  other  bidders.  "I  know  one  of  the 
(firms)  that  wanted  to  bid  ...  had  concerns  over  the 
restoration  requirements,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said. 

Selectman  Cutler  suggested  another  option  might 
be  to  commit  to  the  expansion  portion  of  the  project  first, 
and  then  deal  with  the  renovations  to  the  front-half  of 
Town  Hall  at  a  later  date.  "It's  my  understanding  that 
some  of  the  (renovation)  work  could  be  done  by  students 
at  (Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High 
School),"  he  said.  "We'd  be  able  to  move  the  (back)  offices 
to  the  front  of  Town  Hall  ...  that's  still  not  the  best-case

scenario,  but  we  could  move  forward." 

"The  only  way  that  works  in  your  favor  is  if  you 
can  still  operate  within  the  building  and  save  on  the 
relocation  costs/'  Mr.  VanVoorhis  said.  "The  renovation 
doesn't  save  you  a  lot  of  money  —  but  it  will  save  you  a 
small  amount.  You're  still  not  going  to  get  the  project 
under  $2  million  ...  if  the  project  is  to  go  ahead,  you  still 
need  to  bring  that  issue  to  (Town  Meeting)  floor." 

The  Selectmen  and  FinCom  seemed  to  agree  that 
another  bidding  round  might  be  best  so  they  could  again 
bring  the  matter  before  voters  with  some  solid 
alternatives.  "I'd  like  to  see  the  project  go  back  before  the 
voters  and  let  them  have  their  say  and  decide,"  Selectman 
Ryan  said.

Chairman  Parker  was  concerned  that  taxpayers 
will  be  hit  hard  with  all  the  other  pending  projects  like  the 
Police /Communications  Building  and  the  ORR  School 
expansion,  and  was  reluctant  to  add  another  "tax  burden" 
to  residents. 

"We  need  to  make  the  residents  aware  that  the 
growing  process  has  started,"  countered  FinCom  member 
Michael  Bare.  "We've  made  a  concerted  effort  to  keep  the 
town  as  it  is  ...  (which  means)  we've  put  the  tax  burden  on 
residents.  You  still  have  a  lot  of  people  in  this  town  who 
remember  paying  $1,000  or  less  in  taxes  ...  they're  not 
used  to  seeing  their  taxes  go  up  (another)  $1,000." 

The  goal  was  to  move  forward  and  have  this  issue 
brought  before  voters  again  during  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  tentatively  slated  for  either  October  16  or  23. 
Before  then,  however,  the  consensus  was  to  have  the 
project  go  out  to  bid  again  in  the  hopes  that  it  might 
attract  additional  firms  and  generate  more  competitive 
rates.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  voted  to  re- 
bid  the  Town  Hall  project  as-is  and  to  plan  for  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  October. 

The  board  next  received  two  letters  —  one  from 
Cell  Tower  Siting  Committee  (CTSC)  Chairman  Richard 
Nunes,  the  other  from  CTSC  member  Arnie  Johnson  — 
advising  that  according  to  Varsha  Kukafka,  Staff  Counsel 
with  the  Massachusetts  State  Ethics  Commission,  both 
members  have  a  "financial  interest  as  (abutters)  to  a 
proposed  cell  tower  on  Vaughn  Hill  Road"  and  both  will 
need  an  exemption  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
participate  in  Planning  Board  meetings. 

Mr.  Nunes  was  present  at  the  meeting  and  said: 
"If  we  don't  receive  an  exemption  from  the  board,  we 
wouldn't  be  able  to  continue  serving  on  the  Cell  Tower 
Siting  Committee." 

The  board  debated  the  merit  of  continuing  the 
CTSC  at  this  point,  noting  that  their  initial  charge  —  to

A  number  of  these  students,  he 
notes,  have  never  been  involved  in  extra-curricular 
activities. 

Aiming  to  build  upon  these  successes,  Mr. 
Mitchell  and  several  associates  created  the  SouthCoast 
Music  Foundation.  Its  Mission  Statement  is  as  follows: 

The  SouthCoast  Music  Foundation  is  established  as  a 
partnership  of  diverse  community  members.  Our  purpose  is  to 
develop  and  support  a  music  learning/performance  center.  The 
Center  will  function  as  both  a  high  school  and  community 
center.  Its  goal  is  to  offer  challenging  academics  in  a  creative 
environment,  built  around  the  themes  of  music,  community 
service,  and  entrepreneurship. 

For  the  past  year  and  a  half,  the  organization  has 
been  providing  rehearsal  space  for  a  network  of  young 
musicians  from  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Acushnet, 
Fairhaven,  and  New  Bedford,  as  well  as  developing 
community  support  for  the  endeavor.  Ongoing  support 
has  been  provided  by  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  (sound  equipment  and  rehearsal 
space),  the  Mattapoisett  Congregational  Church  (rehearsal 
space),  and  the  Mayflower  Masonic  Lodge  (soda  and 
juice). 

The  organization  has  also  received  grants  from 
the  Community  Building  Mini-Grants  Program  and  from 
the  Plymouth  Coimty  District  Attorney.  In  addition,  the 
group  has  assisted  the  Mattapoisett  Police  Officers'

recognition  from  Korea.  The  Republic  of  Korea  Ware 
Service  Medal,  created  by  South  Korea  in  1951,  was 
recently  authorized  by  the  Pentagon  as  an  official  award 
for  U.S.  Korean  War  vets.

There  will  be  a  new  review  next  week.] 

Have  you  been  to  the  movies  this 
summer?  I  wouldn't  blame  you  a  bit  if  you 
haven't.  Most  ofSummer2000's  offerings 
wouldn't  even  be  worth  a  $2  test  drive  at 
the  Bijou  on  a  dull  Sunday  afternoon. 

True,  most  summer  movies  hold  little 
interest  for  thinking  human  beings.  But 
some  of  them  should  at  least  provideyi//?, 
or  a  stray  moment  of  genuine  emotional 
clout,  or  something.  This  summer  has  been 
mostly  nothing. 

As  usual,  the  big  movies  this  summer 
—  Mission:  Impossible  2,  The  Perfect 
Storm,  X-Men,  Scary  Movie— were  really 
big,  and  played  a  large  part  in  keeping  food 
on  exhibitors'  tables  for  a  weekend  or  two. 
But  if  you  compare  the  box-office  grosses 
of  the  top  ten  movies  of  airy  given  weekend 
this  summer  with  the  figures  from  the 
same  time  frame  last  summer,  the  big 
pictiu-e  reveals  a  drop-off  comparable  to 
the  last  really  bad  summer,  1998. 

On  Memorial  Day  weekend  and  July 
4  weekend — the  summer's  two  tradition^ 
magnets  for  moviegoers  —  grosses  were 
up  30%  (due  to  M:I2)  and  7%  {Perfect 
Storm  and  The  Patriot)  respectively  from 
last  summer.  And  any  weekend  that  hosted 
an  out-of-the-box  blockbuster  like  A'-^A/l?/? 
or  5t(7;yM?w'(?(this  summer's  ^/fliT  Witch 
Project,  i.e.  its  biggest  hit  in  relation  to 
cost)  goosed  the  grosses  up,  say,  43%  or 
28%  from  last  year.  Other  than  that,  you 
see  a  lot  of  "down  12%,  down  19%,  down 
24%."  The  "dovm"  weekends  outnumber 
the  "up"  weekends. 

What's  worse,  we're  seeine  steep  drop- 
offs in  a  lot  of  movies'  secona  weelcenas, 
which  means  there  aren't  a  lot  of 
blockbusters  out  therewith  legs.  They  may 
make  big  money  the  first  weekend  and 
nail  the  number-one  spot,  but  after  that 
they  begin  the  dovmward  spiral.  X-Men 
and  Nutt]^  Professor  II  both  suffered  a 
57%  dechne  in  their  second  weekends. 
Me,  Myself  &  Irene  took  a  45%  dive; 
Hollow  Man,  51%;  Shaft  zndi.  Gone  in  60 
Seconds,  about  41%.  (A  35%  or  lower 


decline  for  a  hit  is  considered  reasonable.) 
These  figures  could  mean  that  (A)  everyone 
who  wanted  to  see  the  movies  saw  them 
during  the  first  weekend,  or  (B)  there  was 
either  bad  or  no  word-of-mouth,  which 
can  make  or  break  a  film  these  days. 

Quality  has  something  to  do  with  it, 
too.  Look  to  the  ri^tof  this  column.  How 
many  of  those  movies  are  vou  excited  about 
seeing?  We  can't  really  blame  the  theaters 
or  the  studios  for  this.  They  onlv  exhibit 
and  make  the  movies  they  think  —  they 
/7ra^— youllwanttosee.  Ifyouseealotof 
mainstream  garbage  because  the  ads  look 
cool,  and  you  ignoresmaller  films  because 
you  "never  heard  of  them,"  guess  what? 
You're  gonna  get  more  of  the  same  stuff 
you  'v€  already  seen. 

The  reason  you've  heard  of 
megabucks  movies  like  What  Lies  Beneath 
or  whatever  big  stupid  movie  comes  out 
this  week  is  that  thestudio  sp>ends  millions 
of  dollars  to  make  sure  you  hear  of  it. 
Magazine  ads,  newspaper  ads,  the  stars 
appearing  on  yourfavonte  daytime  orlate- 
night  talk  show.  The  reason  you  haven't 
heard  of  smaller  movies  is  that  they  can't 
afford  all  that  hype.  They  are  dying  on  the 
vine  because  you  don't  know  they  exist. 
You  don't  know  there  are  better  movies 
than  Gladiator  ox  T^^/'o/nb/or  the  latest 
$80  million  ode  to  the  death  of  originality. 

Simple  solution,  really.  You've  already 
shown  the  studios,  in  large  numbers  even 
they  can  understand,  that  you're  not  very 
interested  in  the  pablum  they're  selling. 
Take  it  one  step  mrther  and  show  them 
what  you  one  interested  in.  If  you  say  you 
v^^antmore  fa  milyfilms,gosee  some  family 
films  that  don'tvasQ  anything  to  do  wdth 
Disney  or  Pokemon.  If  vou  say  you  want 
more  intelligent  films  tor  grown-ups,  go 
see  some.  Vote  with  your  wallet.  It's  up  to 
you.

IMPORTANCE  OF  RECORDING  DEED 


Once  title  to  property  has 
changed  hands,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  get  that  feed  re- 
corded as  soon  as  possible. 
Each  county  has  a  recorder, 
registrar  of  deeds,  or  other 
public  officer  who  accepts 
documents  for  public  re- 
cording. The  act  of  record- 
ing a  document  establishes 
its  priority  in  case  of  con- 
flicting claims  against  the 
property. 

For  example,  suppose  you 
made  a  purchasse  of  some 
country  land  for  cash  from  a 
land  owner.  Being  a  busy 
person,  you  haven't  had 
time  to  record  your  deed. 
Shortly  thereafter  the  seller 


dies.  The  executor  of  the  es- 
tate sells  the  land  to  raise 
cash  for  estate  taxes.  The 
buyer  promptly  records  the 
deed. 

Who  owns  the  land,  you 
or  the  second  buyer?  The 
answer  is  the  second  buyer 
owns  the  land  because  he 
had  no  knowledge  of  your 
earlier  purchase  and  he  re- 
corded first.  This  result  is 
due  to  the  unique  protection 
of  the  recording  laws.  That's 
why  it's  so  important  to 
record  a  deed  as  soon  as 
possible.

As  we  gear  up  for  what  promises 
to  be  a  decidedly  lackluster  Presi- 
dential campaign  in  the  fall  —  where 
Americans  get  the  dubious  honor  of

I  wholeheartedly  agree  that  ev- 
eryone should  and  must  vote  ...  but 
in  response  to  the  aforementioned 
"voting  police,"  I  have  to  ask:  why 
has  there  been  such  apathy  on  the 
part  of  government  officials  to  facili- 
tate voting  from  the  comfort  of  home? 
And  if  everyone  is  so  hot-un- 
der-the-coUar  about  the  dwin- 
dling number  of  voters  every 
time  an  election  rolls  around, 
why  hasn't  there  been  legisla- 
tion drafted  to  make  a  push  to- 
wards this  simple  solution? 
I'm  sure  there's  some  proce- 
dural reason  or  question  of  prohibit- 
ing duplicate  or  phony  votes  to  ex- 
plain why  the  government  has 
dragged  their  heels  on  this  issue.
